remarkably punctual.” 


Parson James Woodford wrote 
In hig diary om May 9, 1782, of

Psychologist Accepts A Challenge And Defines — 


WHAT IS NORMAL IN HUMAN BEHAVIOUR 


In refusing to conform, .the 
normal person accepts the possi- 
bility of unplcesant conse- 
quenees—"thaving considered the 
aisha beforehand, he is inclined 
neither to whine nor to ask that 
his rebciilous conduct be over- 
locked if he runs afoul of 
trouble.” = 


Also the normal person can 
ccoept hdés dependency on 
others, act dependent roles ¢fec- 
tively, and: “aclcnowledga his 
need for cher," He hor “the 
ability to love." And he feels 
“a kind of obligation tc i an, 
asset rather than a burden to 
society.” 

“Finally,” ‘continued Sheben, 
“mom's ability to crsume city 
attitude toward the ‘merely 
podsible’: suggests ‘that ‘the
